The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not show or suggest a combination cooking oven for 
cooking a food product by hot gas and microwave energy, including means for launching hot gas 
into the oven cavity from said opposing sides of the cavity and at least two rectangular 
waveguides having at least one slot in each waveguide configured such that a substantially 
uniform microwave pattern is achieved without using a mechanical phase-altering device and 
configured for launching microwave energy through respective slots and into the oven cavity 
from opposing sides of the cavity to achieve more uniform heating result.
